"Contents" section of the file wrapper. In a personal interview, a duplicate of the Form is given to the applicant (or attorney or agent) at the 
conclusion of the interview. In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional con^espondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Fomi should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication. '

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fomn will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the inten/iew.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's represetative asserted that the unentered amendment 
filed 06-07-04 merely transferred limitations from the preamble to the body of the claims and therefore should be 
entered after final. The examiner explained that the amendments in fact would raise new issues because the 
sequence of operation would then require the array to be exposed prior to mounting In the holder, which limitation was 
not positively recited prior to the proposed amendment. Applicant's representative then asked whether proposed 
claims 43-45 exclusively could be added by examiner's amendment and allowed. After further review, a second 
interview was conducted the following day in which the examiner agreed to enter new claims 43-45 and process the 
case for allowance.. 
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
